To a very great extent the size of 
the corn yield on any farm depends 
upon the manner of cultivation. 
We should bear in mind that deep 
cultivation, early in the season, saves 
the moisture and that shallow culti­ 
vation, Ute in the season, saves the 
corn roots. 
It may be deep at first 
but it must be shallow later. 
There are no rules that may be 
blindly followed for the growing of 
corn any more than for doing other 
farm work. 
There is no best method 
for 
all 
sections 
or 
for 
different 
soils, or even for the different fields 
af the same farm. 
Often different 
methods give equally good results. 
But there is one motto that should al­ 
ways be followed: Have good ground, 
do the work on tame and do it thor­ 
oughly, cultivate intelligently. 
tv e must remember that if left two 
weeks or longer the ground often he 
comes foul with weeds, which n it 
only take up the moisture, hut make 
it hard to work .he com. 
The ground 
is apt to become packed by the rain 
and baked by the sun until it ta co ooh 
hard and dry and in poor condition.

Not The Right Approach to The Problem 


If anything could teac h the A a e n ­ 
ean people th a t the wrong approach 
to a subject only confuses and coir 
pileate-. it, the mess this country is 
in at the present time over the liquor 
pi coloni should afford that convinc­ 
ing- lesson. 
W ith prohibition written into the 
national constitution and made a part. 
of our fundam ental law during a tit 
of w«r-time hysteria, when fun la­ 
me ntals should have 
remained 
in­ 
violate, we seize up rn a out lir tic Ie-* 
inopportune time to endeavor to wipe 
it out. 
So with an elaborate and expensive 
system of enforcem ent machinery ^.et 
up and in operation, our cangia ss ap­ 
propriates vast sums of money lo 
continue its enforcem ent anc at tile 
same time sets in motion a movement 
to have the states repeal the am end­ 
ment and rem< ve the occasion to in- 
fo ice it. 
I he taxpayers pay for it all I 
lin s expensive, farcical procedure 
may go on for seven years; i. may 
end in repeal of the 18th Amend­ 
m en t and it may end sn .allure and 
leave confusion worse confounded. 
And the taxpayers will pay anc pay 
and pay wnile this goes on! 
Meanwhile, 
the 
congress 
could 
have simplified m atters a rd saved the 
taxpayers enormous expense by re­ 
fusing to appropriate any more mon­ 
ey for enforcem ent of the Volstead 
at t i ud thus junking the whole use­ 
less enforcem ent machinery.
